SR.O. 3.—In exercise of the power conferred by the pro¬ 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Ministry of Defence. 
Armed 'Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations 
(Photographers; Recruitment Rules, 1988, namely :—■ 

J. (1) Ihcse rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, 
Armed Forces Headquarters and Jnler Service Organisations 
(Photographers) Reciailment (Amendment) Rules, 199t>. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 
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2. In the Ministry of Defence. Aimed Foiccs Hcudquuncrn 
and Inter Service Organisations (Photom aphers) Recruitment 
Rules, J 988 :—- 

(li for rule 4, the following lulc shall be ‘-iihslituled, 

namely ;— 

“4. Initial Constitution,—Notwithstanding anything 

contained in these rules, any officer holding the 
post of Production Assistant in the pay scale of 
Rs. 1400—2300 shall be deemed lo have been ap¬ 
pointed to post of Photo Artist in the pay scale 
of Ks, 14UU—2300 under these rules on the com¬ 
mencement of these rules. Any officer holding the 
post ut Phomgrapher in the pay scale uf 
Rs. 1350-—2200 shall be deemed to have been ap¬ 
pointed to the post of Senior Photographer in the 
pay scale of Rs. 1350—2200 undir these rules on 
the commencement of these rules. Any officer 
holding the post of Bromide Prinler or Finisher or 
Photographer or Assistant Photographer in the 
pay scale of Ru. 1200—2040 nhali be deemed to 
have been appointed lo the post of Photographer 
in tile pay scale ol Rs. 1200—2040 under these 
rules oil the commencement of ihese rules. The 
seniority shall be fixed according to die general 
principle; of seniority Did duun by Government 
from lime to time.
